Forest park has been selected as 
the 
site on which to 
hold 
the 
W o rld ’s fair in St. Louis in 1903, 
to commemorate the one hundiedth 
anniversary of the Louisiana pur­ 
chase. 
The executive committee, which 
for the past 
few 
weeks has been 
considering the 
merits of the va­ 
rious sites offered, reported Tues­ 
day in favor of Forest park, and 
the board 
of 
directors prcmptiv 
ratified the selection. 
Today the 
national commission will act upon 
the matter. 
The vsite takes up the 
western half 
of 
Forest park and 
considerable vacant land adjoioing 
to the west and southwest. 
Forest^park comprises 1,200 acres 
of natural woodland, hills and val­ 
leys and little has been done to 
give it artificial adornment. 
The eastern half is provided with 
lakes, walks and summer houses, 
but the western half is nearly as 
nature made it. 
In size it is ex­ 
ceeded by ouly one park in Amer^ 
ica— Fairmount park of Philadel­ 
phia. 
It was purchased 
by the city 
about twenty-five years ago. 
It is 
as well provided with transporta­ 
tion facilities, as was Jackson park 
before the Chicago 
W orld’s fair 
was held there. 
Besides a number 
of electric lines which reach Forest 
park, steam railways run through 


or near it and these may be used to 
carry^ the crowds from the business 
district during the fair. 
Forest prrk is in the west end of 
St. Louis and about five miles in a 
straight line from the union 
sta­ 
tion. 
Jackson 
park 
was nearly 
eight miles from tlie business 
dis­ 
trict in Chicago, and with the mid­ 
way plaisance, consisted of about 
900 acres. 
The St. Louis 
site 
has 
several 
lakes of good size which will lend 
themselves to use as lagoons 
and 
waterways, a feature now 
consid­
